The 
Club proposes to set a day for a gen 
eral cleaning up of the town and de- 
sired to know from the trustees 
whether or not they would enforce 
the ordinance prohibiting property 
holders and renters from throwing 
trash on the streets if this was done. 

Another very important matter 
that came up for discussion 
improvement in our mail 
Mr. Semonin reported that he had 
been conferring with the postofiice 
and city railway authorities and that 
he thought within another month the 
citizens of this place would be get- 
ting their mails over the electric 
line instead of the Southern railioad 
and that the mails would come soon- 
er and oftener. The Club is still 
working on this proposition, and if 
successful will render a great 
to Jeffersontown, as the mail 
at this time is very poor.
